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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 4-10, 14-19, and 21-23 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-3, 1 1-13, and 20 are cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a method of 
generating a PN output sequence comprising steps of generating a plurality of sequence 
values based on a step control (S t ) and selecting one of the plurality of sequence values 
on the basis of value (M t ) wherein S t =(C t + M t _i) DIV 2 and M t = (C t + Mm) MOD 2 as 
seen in all independent claims 4-5, 7, 14-15, and 21-22. 

The closest found prior arts are Currie (U.S. 5,974,433), Smeets et al. ("Windmill 
pn-sequence generators"), and Saints et al. (U.S. 6,430,170). Individual or in 
combination of Currie, Smeets et al., and Saints et al. disclose a method of generating a 
PN output sequence comprising steps of generating a plurality of sequence values based 
on a step control and selecting one of the plurality of sequence values on the basis of 
value. However, neither an individual nor in combination of Currie, Smeets et al., and 
Saints et al. disclose the step control signal (S t ) and the value (M t ) as S t =(Q + M t -i) DIV 
2 and M t = (C t + M t -0 MOD 2 as seen above.
